1,000 CELLULOID NOSES. 


"The trouble with paraffin noses," 


said the surgeon, "is that in extreme- 
ly hot weather they are apt to soften, 
In such crisis the owner of a paraffin 
nose is in an embarrassing position. 
There is nothing for him to do but to 
rush at once into some sequestered 
place, and there, with cooling embro- 
cations and molding strokes of the 
hand, build up the collapsed and flac- 
cid organ into solidity and shapeli- 
ness again. This objection doesn't 
apply to celluloid noses. In tho cellu- 
loid operation a »ose bridge of cellu- 
loid is built, the patieat's nose is «ut 
open, the bridge Inserted and the 
wound 4? eewdd up again. There are 
orer 1,000 peoplte IB the United States 
with celluloid nose bridges, These 
devices are as durable as bone itself, 
and no Inconvenience of any Kind is 
suffered from them."

When the suppuration is ended 
and the old skin is wholly destroyed ' 
the plaster peels off itself and a new 
skin is revealed which is pink, soft 
and smooth. There are no more flaws 
in it than in the skin of a baby.
